Life !s rich and full of 
possible plots, and, as a matter of fact, 
novelists never had as much to say as 
they have Just now, Only, “they have 
never sald It so dully” and Inartistical- 
ly, and, therefore, readers will weary 


novels, of psychological analysis, of 
eHnical realism and minute description, 
and give up the modern novel entirely. 
In other words, fiction as an “art form" 


extinction. This agrees with an equally 
gloomy and sem!-philosophical, “evolu- 
tional” view which a French critic put 
forward some time ago. No art form, 
he sald, was permanent. The essay Is 
practically dead, although futile at- 
tempts are occasionally made to revive 
it; the sonnet is dead; the poetic drama 
is dead. What reason is there, then, 
for assuming that fiction !s eternal? 
For his own part, he did not hesitate 
to predict Its early disappearance, He 
contends that method, restraint, form, 
beauty, respect for tradition have been 
discarded by the novelists, and that 
their work, with few exceptions, is cha- 
otie and nondescript, containing a little 
of everything but hardly anything that 
can be called art. In such pessimistic 
and sweeping talk much depends on the 
definition of “art” or “form.” We have 
heard that modern music {fs not art, 
and it is not strange to hear that polit- 
{cal, social, psychological, analytical 
novels are not “art.” But fs not the 
conception of fiction, of art In fiction, 
undergoing a change? Was not Shake- 
speare called a barbarian by the strict 
artists of his day? Was not Ibsen told 
that his poetry was not really poetry? 
If novelists claim greater freedom, are 
they not justified by the world’s inter- 
est in their treatment of the questions 
that earller novelists considered allen 
to art? As to the alleged dullness of 
modern fiction, what will the admirers 
of Mrs. Ward, of Mrs. Wharton, of 
James, of Howells, of Conrad, of Hew- 
lett, of Miss Sinclair, of a score of oth- 
ers, say of the change? The general 
reader finds plenty of charm, of {nter- 
est, of stimulation !r the higher branch- 
es of contemporary fiction, and {ts not 
he the court of last resort? It Is a 
safe guess that a generation hence fic- 
tion will be as vital and popular as It 
now is—which !s saying a good deal.

Ne Longer an Animated Battery, 
but a Broncho Baster Still, 

It is quite true that the cowboy of 
to-day is not a college man, nor one | 
at all familiar with the manners and | 
customs of polite society, says Out | 
West. Neither does he go about his | 
daily task with a brace of six-shooters | 
slung at his hips and a repeating rifle 
held In the crook of bis arm. 

Barbed wire fences, steam railroads, 
police courts and penitentiaries have 
rendered such appurtenances superflu- 
ous. And immediately after pay day he 
does not sweep down upon the nearest 
town, shoot ont the lishts and take 
part in a gun fight or two. 

For the $30 or $0 a month which he 
recelyes a strict attention to the duties 
of his job is expected, and in these days 
of strenuous competition a job ls a pre- 
cious thing. The life of the modern 
cowboy is as full of hard and monoton- 
ous work as that of an eastern farm 
hand, and there {s very little difference 
in the Intellectual aud social standing 
of the two. 

Though thousands of cattle are graz- 
ed on the plains of the Southwest, very 
few are shipped direct from the range 
to the market. The places of individ- 
ual cattle kings have been taken by 
great stock companies which own nu- 
merous tracts of range land in various 
parts of the West. 

A few years ago a dry season in 
southern Arizona meant the death of 
many cattle and very frequently the 
financial ruin of their owners. The old 
timers still tell stories of having walk- 
ed for incredible distances on the car- 
casses of dead steers. 

But all that is past—they do things 
differently now, Let a dry year come 
upon the southwestern ranges and the 
cattle are hustled on board a train and 
transported to the cattle companies’ 
ranges In Colorady or Montana of Da- 
kota, where the season is good and the 
feed abundant. 

No long drives of hundreds of mi 
in seurch of new range as In the old 
days. Simply a day or two of round- 
ing up, then a few hours’ drive to the 
peurest shipping point on the railroad. 
Then perbays a diy in town for the 
cowboys and back again to the bome 
ranch and the regular grind. 

Though the cowboy Js not a college 
graduate be is by no means an igno- 
ramus. Usually he js American boro 
and fairly well read, taking the same 
active interest iu current topics and 
polities that other American citizens do. 
As a general rule be bas been raised 
in the section in which he is employed 
and is of youthful appearance. lle 
differs very little frum the average 
American working youth, western dia- 
lect stories to the coutrury uotwith- 
Standing. 

ln all cowboy bunkhouses there is a 
pile of current muguzines, the contents 
of which are devoured with avidity. 
And one Is not infrequently treated to 
the amusing spectacle of a youthful 
cowboy becoming so enamored of the 
kind of punchers pictured in modern 
fiction that be purchases a pair of ut- 
terly useless six-shovuteys, Ccolmences 
to walk with a swagger and to lumitate 
the dialect of Red Saunders. 

But !f marksmanship is no longer a 
qualitication of the cowpuncher, horse- 
manship is. The woderu cattleman is 
us proud of his ability to ride anything 
on four legs as was ever broncho buster 
vf bygone days, and this is the frst fact 
immpressed upon a tenderfoot.

VENOM OF THE MOSQUITO. 








Agency tn Spreading Disease Was 
Discovered Many Years Ago. 

At the time of the discovery of the 
mosquito’s agency in breeding disease 
it was not dreamed that far more than 
the germ of the truth had been reveal- 
ed many years before, says the New 
York Sun. The truth was told in 1853 
in the obscure columns of the Faceta 
Office, published at the port of Camana, 
Venezuela, and a little later In a brief 
note or two that the discoverer wrote 
to the Academy of Sciences In Paris, 
It was buried In those pages and for- 
gotten, and has now been resurrected 
by the Ilavana Cronica Medico and the 
British Medical Journal. | 

In May, 1853, Louls Daniel Beauper- 
thuy, a native of Guadaloupe and 
health officer at Camana, wrote to the 
Gaceta Official that for fourteen years 
he had made a microscopie study of the 
blood and secretions in every type of 
fever and had discovered that yellow 
fever resulted from the stings of sev- 
eral species of mosquitoes, “The mos- 
quito plunges Its proboscis into the skin 
und introduces a polson which has 
properties akin to that of snake venom. | 
It softens the red blood corpuscles, 
causes thelr rupture, and facilitates the 
mixing of the coloring matter with the 
serum,” 

Beauperthuy sald a good word for 
the much-maligned swamp, whose repu- 
tation as a breeder of malaria and oth- 
er fevers was widespread. “Marshes 
do not communicate to the air any- 
thing more than humidity, and the 
sinail amount of hydrogen they give 
off does not cause in man the slight- 
est Indisposition in equatorial and fn- 
tertropical regions renowned for their 
unhealthfulness. Nor is it the putres- 
cence of the water that makes it un- 
healthy, but the presence of miosqul- 
toes.” 

In one of his short communications 
to the Paris Academy of Sciences, dat- 
ed from Cumana, June 18, 1856, he 
Wrote that as early us 1830 his Inves- 
tigations In unhealthy locations in 
South America had convinced him that 
the so-called marsh fevers were due to 
a vegeto-animal virus “inoculated Into 
man by mosquitoes.” 

Beauperthuy’s facts and deductions 
were so remote from all the medical 
teachings of the day that they were 
doubtless laughed at and promptly for- 
gotten. Probably the priority of his 
discovery will now be acknowledged, | 
but it might have been a profound 
blessing to the world if sclentifie re- 
search had been able in the middle of 
the last century to proceed along the 
lines suggested by Beauperthuy’s an: 
nouncement.

A year has elapsed, and 
it is now possible to look the ground 
over thoroughly, and decide whe- 
ther or not that panic was inevita- 
ble. Did it mean that business 
conditions in the United States 
were rotten? Will it take three or 
four years to clear away the debris 
from the panic? 

We believe the accountants were 
right when they expressed faith in 
the sovndness of American busi-

by the high rates of interest which
